With l]li.|
im effect, the question of methods of en-
foreing it—whether by means of the|
time and a half overtime, or by some |
other means—will be mnde the sobject |
of investigation and adjustment, with
the federnl government perhaps taking
part in the sdjustment, !

The milroad brotherhoods have ine|
sisted stendily that there is no other|
effective method of enforcing the eight |
hour day. |

The Main Problem.
